STRICTLY CASH SALES UNLESS CREDIT PREARRANGED. Auction sales are strictly for cash and lots must be paid for promptly in 
U.S. funds, unless arrangements satisfactory to Mid-American in its sole discretion for the establishment of credit have been made before 
a purchaser’s bid. All decisions concerning the extension of credit by Mid-American shall be made in Mid-American’s sole discretion. Credit 
cards such as Visa, Master Charge, Master Card, American Express, and others may not be used for payment.

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UNITED STATES COLONIAL COINS 


1787 Auctori Plebis Token. Very Fine (30). The surfaces on 
this example are nice and smooth, with the only area of roughness 
appearing on the lower portion of the reverse. Struck slightly off- 
center so that the bottoms of the date are off the flan. Softly struck 


on the obverse (as are all). 

This issue, at least on the obverse, closely resembles the coinage of the State 
of Connecticut. However, this issue was struck on the other side of the Atlantic 
Ocean, in England! 


1785 Nova Constellatio. Fine. Pointed Rays. Nicely detailed, 
with a few minor marks on either side. Possibly cleaned long ago, 
but now retoned to an attractive olive and tan color. 


Undated Kentucky Token. About Uncirculated. Plain Edge. 
A lovely, tan example with some olive highlights. The 
surfaces are smooth, glossy and well-preserved for the grade. 
Although the Kentucky Token is actually a British Conder Token, it has gained 
acceptance over the years with collectors of United States Colonial coins. It is called 
the Kentucky Token because of the letter K found in the uppermost star on the reverse. 


1786 New Jersey Copper. Very Fine. Maris 18-N, Rarity 6. 
An important Condition Census example of this scarce variety. 
Although not as well-detailed on the reverse as the Taylor coin, 
the obverse and the surfaces are undoubtedly finer. This piece 
is considerably finer than the Norweb piece which was dark and 
porous (it still brought $302.50)! The Taylor piece was listed as 
possibly the finest known, giving some indication as to the desirabili- 
ty of this piece. The surfaces are fairly smooth and light tan in col- 
or. An important opportunity for the New Jersey specialist.

1787 Fugio Cent. Uncirculated (60). Newman 13-X, Rarity 4. 
A full Mint State example with splendid color and traces of original 
mint iridescence. Struck from a late state of the dies, with 
clashmarks in the shape of the reverse rings visible on either side 
of the obverse. Light planchet fissures are visible on either side 
and a small area of darker discolorations is present on the lower 
left obverse. Despite these defects, this piece is well-above 
average, and is actually quite attractive. 

The 13-X variety is one of those which was represented in the famed Bank of New 
York Hoard. The Bank discovered a large group of these coins in its vaults, and 
dispersed them slowly over the years. None remain today, but the legacy is preserved 
today in numbers of Choice Uncirculated examples. Were it not for this hoard, Fugio 
Cents would be extremely rare in Uncirculated conditions (a situation paralleled 
by the Seated Liberty Dollars - Mint State examples were rare until the U.S. govern- 
ment released quantities of 1859-O, 1860-O, and 1871). One can only imagine the 
excitement of discovering thousands of Mint State Fugio Cents and Seated Liberty 
Dollars! 


UNITED STATES HALF CENTS (1793-1857) 
CLASSIC HEAD TYPE (1809-1836) 


1833 Select Uncirculated (64). Cohen 1, Rarity 1, the only varie- 
ty of the date. Ninety percent of the original color still remains. 
The surfaces exhibit a bright, dazzling cartwheel luster. Free of 
spots or noticeable defects, but with some extremely minor sur- 
face abrasions visible only under magnification. The color ap- 
pears to be totally original. One of the nicest examples we have 
seen of this date. 


UNITED STATES LARGE CENTS (1793-1857) 


DRAPED BUST TYPE (1796-1807) 


1804 Good (4). Sheldon 266, Rarity 3. Intermediate die state, 
with the obverse die break above RTY of LIBERTY, but no die 
break on the reverse. Cleaned long ago, but now with an accep- 
table orange-brown color. A series of old parallel scratches run 
diagonally across the obverse. The all-important date is fully visi- 
ble. This is one of the most eagerly sought-after dates in the en- 
tire series, and this example, despite its low grade, is vastly 
superior to the dark, porous pieces which seem to make up the 
majority of the surviving population.

1807/6 Very Fine (25/25). Sheldon 273, Rarity 1, the ‘Large 
7 over 6‘ overdate. A well detailed example with surfaces which 
are somewhat dark and lightly porous. A shallow scratch is visi- 
ble at the hairline at Liberty’s temple. 


CLASSIC HEAD TYPE (1808-1814) 


1812 Extremely Fine (40). Sheldon 291, Rarity 2. Dark brown, 
with some tan highlights in the protected areas. Some light pin- 
scratches are visible above Liberty’s head, and a very minor staple 
scratch arcs vertically through the date and across Liberty’s throat 
and jaw. The reverse is struck slightly off-center towards K-12 
and exhibits the diagnostic dash under the E of ONE. Despite the 
above-mentioned defects, this piece is quite acceptable as a high- 
grade example of the date and Type. 


1833 Choice Uncirculated (63). Newcomb 5. Brown, with some 
olive iridescence, but none of the original mint color. Die-breaks 
almost completely encircle the obverse and the reverse. A few, 
very light marks are visible on Liberty’s cheek, as opposed to 
the reverse, which is very clean. The deep denticles on either side 
give this coin an almost medallic appearance. This is one of the 
finest examples known of this variety. 


1844/81 Choice Uncirculated (63). Newcomb 2, Rarity 2. This 
overdate is actually an 1844 over an inverted 1844, such that the 
underlying 8 and 1 are visible beneath the two fours of the repun- 
ched date. This is a somewhat softly struck example of this popular 
variety, with weakness visible in the tip of the coronet, most of 
the stars and the upper part of the reverse wreath. The obverse 
is mostly olive and brown, with an area of bright orange color 
at the date; the reverse shows about fifty percent of the original 
red color. 


1855 Uncirculated (60). Newcomb 4, Upright 5’s. Mostly red, 
but lightly wiped in the obverse. 1889 Indian Head Cent. Proof 
(60). Lightly hairlined from an old cleaning. 1854-O Quarter 
Dollar. About Uncirculated (55). Arrows at Date. Silvery-grey in 


color. 
A total of three coins in this lot. 


When assigning grades, the staff of experts at MARCA takes such 
factors as strike, toning, surface texture and eye appeal in con- 
sideration.

1856 About Uncirculated (50). A nicely detailed example of 
this popular rarity, with all of the eagle’s feathers visible and 
with full details in the reverse wreath. This piece was probably 
cleaned long ago, as the surfaces show some faint hairlines, but 
the color has been restored to a very pleasing chocolate brown. 
A few very minor obverse rim bumps are mentioned for the sake 
of accuracy. This piece will make an affordable alternative to 
the higher-priced Mint State and Proof examples which seem 
to be bringing excessive sums of money in recent sales. 


1857 About Uncirculated (55). 1861 About Uncirculated (50). 
Copper-Nickel. Lightly spotted. 1864 About Uncirculated (50). 
Copper-Nickel. 


A total of three coins in this lot. 


1858 Uncirculated (62). Small Letters. Satiny and lustrous, with 
a myriad of microscopic fly-specks scattered throughout the fields. 
A pleasing, original example. 


1858 P.C.G.S. MS-63. Large Letters. Most of the original luster 
still remains on this original coin. A few small flyspecks are visi- 
ble on the obverse, and traces of an old fingerprint appear on the 
reverse. 


INDIAN HEAD TYPE (1859-1909) 


1858 Select Uncirculated (64). Judd 208, Rarity 4. Copper- 
Nickel, with a plain edge. Iridescent shades of violet highlight 
the obverse and reverse. Formerly Lot 2092 in our 1987 GNA 
Sale.

Satiny, with a frosty, white 
luster. A delicate red-gold toning has begun to form on the reverse 
in the protected areas. The strike is excellent and the overall eye 
appeal is quite satisfying. 


MERCURY TYPE (1916-1945) 


1916-D Fine (12). An evenly worn example of this rare date. 
Usually seen only in AG or AU-UNC, this example offers a rare 
opportunity to add a medium grade coin to your collection. As 
an added attraction, this piece has some lovely peripheral toning. 


1916-S Gem Uncirculated (65). Full Bands. Mottled burnt-gold 
toning rests atop the lustrous surfaces. A more original example 
could not be found!

1875 Proof (61). Lightly hairlined on the obverse, with two marks 
on the rim at K-10 and K-12. The reverse is brighter and barely 
hairlined. On the obverse, the diagnostic die swirls above Liber- 
ty’s head are present, verifying the Proof status of this piece 
(although it ‘carries it’s own credentials’, as they say). Streaks of 
light, reddish toning appear on the reverse. This is a great coin for 
the budget-minded collector, as it is very pleasing for the grade. 


1875 Select Proof (64). A bright, black-and-white cameo exam- 
ple, with good contrast between the frosted devices and the watery 
Proof fields. A hint of golden color appears in the fields surroun- 
ding the lettering and devices. Overall, the appearance of this coin 
is excellent and nearly as impressive as some of the Gems we 
have seen. 


1875-S About Uncirculated (55). An attractive, ‘slider’ example, 
with only the slightest trace of friction on the high points. A streak 
of barely noticeable discoloration runs vertically across the left side 
of the obverse, apparently the result of contact with a rubber band. 
This is not too distracting, and as time goes on, any toning should 
hide it well.

This Type is seldom en- 
countered in true Mint State grades, making this offering quite 
important to the Type buyers. 

The Arrows and Rays were added to the Quarters of 1853 to denote a lighter 
weight, and to immediately identify these coins to the bullion dealers, who had been 
melting every silver coin in sight, and making a good profit to boot. It is unknown 
why the rays were dropped from the reverse the next year, and eventually the pro- 


blem of the melting of the silver coins was solved and the arrows were dropped 
in 1856.

ample of this rare issue, with gorgeous pastel toning appearing 
on both sides. The coloration consists of sea-green, violet, and 
steel-blue pastel shades, blended and applied in a masterful way. 
The surfaces are free of marks and/or problems, except for one 
or two microscopic hairlines. This date is seldom encountered 


in this lofty state of preservation. 

The arrows were added to the dates of the Quarters in 1873 for a different reason 
than in 1853. This time it was to denote an increase in weight, but of only .45 
grains, which is really an insignificant difference. The increase in weight was 
made to bring the Quarter Dollar into line with the metric system. Because the 
increase of weight was within the weight tolerances of the old Quarters, Breen 
notes that the old blanks could have been used to strike the coins on the new stan- 
dard! In effect, the change was meaningless, and we all know how the metric 
system has fared in this country. 


Variety 4 Resumed (1875-1891) 


1875-CC About Uncirculated (50). Lustrous, but very lightly 
abraded and bag-marked throughout the fields. This is a very rare 
issue, with a mintage of only 140,000 pieces. Current 
GUIDEBOOK valuations are placed at $300 in AU, yet we anticipate 
that this piece will bring over that amount. 


1884 P.C.G.S. Proof-65. This is the perfect mate to the 1884 
Dime we sold earlier. This piece has a bright, flashy, cameo ap- 
pearance, with delicate, iridescent gold and sea-green colors near 
the rims. The flash and brilliance make this an exciting, desirable 


item. 
One of only 875 Proofs of this year, and under considerable demand because of 
the low total mintage for the year (only 8875 pieces)! 


219. 1887 Choice Proof (63). Deep, burnt-gold, olive and steel ton- 


ing appears on both sides of this example. The Proof brilliance 
has been subdued by the toning, but the striking characteristics 
leave no doubt as to its status as a true Proof. Besides being a 
rare date (only 10,000 business strikes were created), this date 
has one of the lower Proof mintages of the series (only 710 pieces).

FLOWING HAIR TYPE (1794-1795) 


294. 1795 Very Fine (35). Overton 110, Rarity 4. A gorgeous, silvery 
grey example, with pleasing surfaces and a lovely, original col- 
or. It appears as though the edge lettering was applied after this 
coin was struck (the opposite of the way it should have been done), 
as the edges are pushed up ina scalloped fashion around most of 
the circumference of the coin. This Type is surprisingly difficult 
to find this nice. 


DRAPED BUST TYPE, HERALDIC EAGLE REVERSE 
(1801-1807) 


295. 1805 Extremely Fine (40). Overton 109, Rarity 3. Struck from 
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misaligned dies, resulting in weakness of the details on the lower 
left obverse and the corresponding area on the reverse. This may 
have been the cause of the web of die-breaks which appears at 
the lower reverse. The color is an even, silvery-grey, with some 
olive highlights near the rims. There is very little actual wear and 
traces of original mint luster appear to have survived. 


1806 Very Fine (25). Overton 105, Rarity 2. Attractive, satiny, 
sea-green and burnt-gold toning appears on both sides of this nicely 
preserved coin. A small defect has been smoothed out of the field 
beneath the LI of LIBERTY on the obverse. The repair work was 
expertly done, and the toning masks it almost completely. 


1806 About Uncirculated (50). Overton 115, Rarity 1. Lilac 
toning rests atop the lustrous surfaces of this wonderfully appealing 
coin. The strike is somewhat weak, and a lot of what might ap- 
pear to be wear can be attributed to this anomaly. In fact, there 
is very little actual wear, and this is only detectible on the highest 
points. Struck from a late state of the dies, with die cracks visi- 
ble at the base of the obverse. Also struck from lightly clashed 
dies. This is a great alternative coin for the collector who cannot 
afford the pricey Mint State examples. This lovely coin would 
make a nice addition to any Type set. 


CAPPED BUST TYPE, Lettered Edge (1807-1836) 


1812 Select Uncirculated (64). Overton 104, Rarity 1. Both sides 
of this attractive example are overlaid with an iridescent steel- 
blue, olive and red-gold toning. The underlying surfaces are satiny 
and there are few breaks in the toning on the high points. What 
appear to be rim dings on the obverse are actually voids caused 
by the tops of some of the edge letters. Overall, this piece is a 
nice representative example of the type. 
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1826 Uncirculated (62). Overton 111, Rarity 1. Bright, white 
luster blasts from the surfaces. A hint of toning is forming on 
the reverse, but this piece is basically as white as the day it was 


’ made. The obverse shows the die cracks listed by Overton. One 


or two small toning spots appear on the obverse, further attesting 
to the uncleaned status of this coin. This is a pleasing example 
of the date and the Type. 


1826 Choice Uncirculated (63). Overton 110, Rarity 3. Satiny, 
with a dazzling cartwheel luster on both sides. Attractively toned 
near the edges in an iridescent blend of rainbow colors. A lovely, 
original example with great eye appeal. 


1827 Choice Uncirculated (63). Overton 115, Rarity 2. A mate 
to the preceding lot, with similar, lovely color and a bright, 
original appearance. The strike could be a trifle better on the high 
points, but then the coin would be an MS-65! 


1827 Choice Uncirculated (63). Overto:. 107, Rarity 3. A flashy, 
untoned specimen, with semi-Prooflike surfaces and loads of 
original mint luster. The surfaces are free of any obvious marks 
or defects, and the overall quality of this coin is quite exceptional. 
This piece also appears to be slightly finer than the Overton plate 
coin. 


1831 Choice Uncirculated (63). Overton 107, Rarity 2, show- 
ing the die defect lines at the tip of the bust and above the cap. 
Toned in dark, silvery grey shades. The underlying surfaces ap- 
pear to be well-preserved and they display a satiny, original luster. 
Softly struck on the cap, the tip of the bust and the left side of 
the reverse scroll. No marks or defects are readily visible. 


1832 Choice Uncirculated (63). Overton 112, Rarity 5. Former- 
ly Lot 1631 in our 1986 FUN Sale, where it was described as 
follows: A ‘Small Letters’ variety, dash left from base of the 1 in 
the date. Rich iridescent toning covers the obverse and the reverse. 
Both sides are clean and lustrous. While not as rare as is sometimes 
believed, this variety is still rather scarce, especially in strict Mint 
State.’

305. 1837 About Uncirculated (55). Lustrous, and fairly well-struck 


for the issue. A touch of golden color appears at the rims.

1837 Select Uncirculated (64). A satiny example with unusually 
strong luster for the issue. A delicate lilac and steel toning is for- 
ming near the edges, creating a lovely frame around the untoned 
centers.

OUTSTANDING 1858-O HALF DOLLAR 


. 1858-O Gem Uncirculated (65). Both sides of this unusually high- 


grade coin show a deep, creamy luster and tons of original mint 
brilliance. The surfaces have never been cleaned or impaired in 
any way, and there are no marks or defects worthy of note, ex- 
cept for some very tiny, well-scattered bagmarks (these are neither 
noticeable nor distracting). Both sides have acquired a delicate, 
burnt-gold color which tends to hide in the protected areas. This 
example is, without a doubt, one of the finest examples of the date! 


1860 Choice Proof (63). Attractively toned at the peripheries in 
burnt-gold and steel hues. The surfaces are deeply mirrored and 
the devices are lightly frosted, creating a pleasing cameo effect. 


Lightly hairlined, but not excessively so. 
One of just 1,000 Proofs struck. 


1861-O Uncirculated (60). Satiny, with a cloudy gold toning on 


both sides. 

This date is tied intimately into the coin issues of the Confederacy. In 1861, the 
New Orleans mint struck Half Dollars for three separate entities: the United States 
government, the State of Louisiana, and the Confederate States of America. There 
is no possible way to distinguish these coins, but it is interesting to speculate on 
the circumstances surrounding their issue. Furthermore, a large number of 1861-O’s 
were used as planchets for the Confederate Half Dollar restrikes. The reverses of 
these coins were planed off and restruck with the Confederate Half Dollar reverse! 
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Variety 4 Resumed (1875-1891) 


1876-CC Choice Uncirculated (63). Satiny, with a uniform layer 
of steel-grey and golden toning. Struck from a late state of the 
dies, with raised die rust in the right obverse field. The surfaces 
are very clean and the luster is undisturbed throughout. This is 
a wonderfully original example of this scarcer date. 


1884 P.C.G.S. Proof-63. A flashy, cameo example, with bright 
fields and frosty devices. The untoned centers are surrounded by 
an iridescent, golden peripheral toning. The fields show some faint 
hairlines, but these are quite trivial, and their appearance is un- 
fairly heightened by the Proof brilliance. This piece is much nicer 
than many pieces we have seen graded Proof-63, and we expect 


it to fetch a bid closer to the 64 level. 

The 1883 is under considerable pressure from the date collectors. Besides having 
a low Proof mintage of only 1,039 pieces, only 8,000 business strikes were issued 
in this year! 


BARBER TYPE (1892-1915) 


1892 Choice Uncirculated (63). Deep olive and milky-gold ton- 
ing appears on the obverse and reverse of this original example. 
Sharply struck, and free of the marks and hairlines which seem 
to plague Liberty's cheek on these early issues. This date is very 
popular with collectors, as it is the first year of the new Type. 


1892 Choice Uncirculated (63). Satiny and lustrous, with irides- 
cent sea-green, olive and burnt-gold toning on both sides. The 
overall eye appeal is superb, and were it not for some minor abra- 
sions on Liberty’s cheek, we would not hesitate to call this Select, 
if not Gem. This coin will represent great value to the successful 
bidder. 


1894-S Select Uncirculated (64). Semi-Prooflike, with a bright, 
hard brilliance and a dazzling cartwheel effect. Both sides are 
covered in an iridescentlend of steel, red-gold, and sea-green 
colors. A few light hairlines (which are unfairly enhanced by the 
bright surfaces) are all that keep this lovely coin out of the Gem 
class. A great coin for the Barber specialist, due to the scarcity 
of this date in this condition. 
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1903 Choice Uncirculated (63). The sharply struck surfaces are 
overlaid with a bright, sea-green and red-lilac toning. Except for 
one or two faint hairlines on Liberty’s cheek, this piece is very 
well-preserved and the quality is much better than one might ex- 
pect on a coin of this grade.

A top-notch example of this date; it is 
rarely found as well-struck as this piece. 


1909 Gem Uncirculated (65). A satiny Gem, with deep, creamy 
luster on both sides. The strike is superb and the surfaces are free 
of any noticeable marks or defects. The obverse is toned in sea- 
green and lilac shades, while the reverse is toned in muted steel 
and silvery-gold colors. This top-notch coin will be hard to im- 
prove upon!

A pleasing, circulated example, except for 
one obvious and fateful defect. Someone has eliminated the azure 
of the shield on the reverse by some mechanical means, resulting 
in a depressed area at this position. It is doubtful if this could be 
repaired, thus this piece will be attractive mainly to people who 


don’t mind problems on their coins. An unfortunate twist of fate. 

Many who view this coin wil condemn such damage as thoughtless and short-sighted. 
It should be remembered, though, that there was a time when this coin was considered 
common and of little value. Think about the many Matte Proof Lincoln Cents and 
Buffalo Nickels that were carelessly spent. How many Proof coins of the Nineteenth 
Century have been harshly cleaned and hairlined? It wasn’t very long ago, only a few 
decades, when Proof Trade Dollars were selling for only a few cents over their face 
value, and Mint State Silver Dollars could be gleaned from circulation! It is only time 
and demand from increased numbers of collectors that have given coins the great value 
they enjoy today. 
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1799 About Uncirculated (55). Much of the original luster is still 
visible throughout the surfaces of this pleasing example. Both sides 
have acquired a gold and silvery-grey toning. A planchet flaw (as 
made) appears on the obverse rim near the first star (this defect 
affects only the denticles in that area and barely clips off two of 
the star’s points). The fields are semi-Prooflike and close inspec- 
tion fails to reveal any adjustment marks or associated problems. 
Collectors will appreciate the original, uncleaned status of this coin. 


LIBERTY SEATED TYPE (1840-1873) 


1842 Uncirculated (62). Attractively toned in mottled shades of 
violet, sea-green and steel-blue colors. The strike in the centers 
is somewhat weak, resulting in flatness on Liberty’s knee on the 
obverse and on the eagle’s head on the reverse. Nevertheless, this 
piece shows no traces of wear, and the appearance is absolutely 


original. A few light marks are visible beneath the toning. 

Mint State Liberty Seated Dollars, outside of the 1859-O, 1860-O and 1871 dates, 
are quite rare. Original, attractive examples, such as this, are even more difficult to 
locate. 


1849 About Uncirculated (55). Prooflike. Satiny and never cleaned, 
with much of the original mint luster still inevidence. A few small 
rim bumps appear on the reverse, most noticeably at K-7. This date 
is quite scarce and underrated in all grades, especially in About 
Uncirculated conditions.

cartwheel luster and exceptionally clean surfaces. A hint of milky- 
gold toning is forming on both sides, and the delicate sheen im- 
parted by this color is quite attractive. The surfaces are virtually 
flawless; in fact, one would be hard-pressed to locate even a single 
bagmark! The strike could be a bit stronger on the very highest 
points on the obverse, and it’s hard to explain why the reverse 
is so sharply struck. A single streak running horizontally across 
the reverse just below the center is actually a thin annealing flaw 
and not a post-minting defect. Overall, this is an exceptional coin 
and we urge all prospective bidders to enjoy the quality of this 
piece.

The denticles are 
softly struck, but, as mentioned before, the balance of the coin is 
fully struck up, including the stars and Liberty’s hair. Both sides 
are basically mark-free, and the overall quality and eye appeal of 
this coinare tremendous. This piece must certainly rank inthe up- 


per end of the Condition Census. 
Each year, several 1849-D Dollars are offered in Uncirculated conditions. While 
this means that the average grade of the 1849-D Gold Dollar is higher than some of 
the other Southern Gold issues, it does not mean that this coin is common in Uncir- 
culated conditions. Most 1849-D Gold Dollars are deficient in some aspect, whether 
itis in strike, luster, surface preservation or overall eye appeal. Rarely is a problem 
free coin, such as this one, offered for sale.

One of the reasons that Clark, Gruber & Co. became private coiners was because 
of the expense of shipping gold dust to Philadelphia to be made into coins. Also, 
the whole process tied up huge sums of money for lengthy periods ($300,000. for 
as often as three and four months)! Clark, Gruber & Co. suspended coinage opera- 
tions in 1862, at which time they began producing their own gold ingots. It appears 
that hundreds of thousands of dollars worth of these ingots were produced, although 
none are known to have survived!

One expert believes 
that it is the depth of the Proof brilliance that may be a determin- 
ing factor; in other words, the originals are all deeply mirrored 
while the restrikes have a more satiny appearance. If that is the 
case, this piece has two things in its favor, the fact that it is deep- 
ly mirrored and the fact that there are essentially no striations 
in the centers. From our own experience with these rare coins, 
we are able to state that this piece is unlike any Stella we have 
handled before, and it is our opinion that it is, in fact, an original 
striking.
